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Is  The  U.N. 

Today  the  United  Nations  comes  of  age. 
Twenty-one  years  ago  on  October  24  the 
Chai-ter  was  signed. 

Like  a child,  the  U.N.  has  enjoyed  the 
advantages  and  suffered  the  abuses  of  grow- 
ing up,  the  luxury  of  extravagance,  the 
sting  of  insult,  the  corrosiveness  of  over- 
attention, the  emptiness  of  neglect,  and 
the  joy  of  love  and  careful  guidance. 

Like  a child,  the  U.N.  had  support  and 
guidance  in  order  to  survive.  As  those  sup- 
porters and  guides,  we  often  manifest  the 
usual  parental  reactions:  Some  are  disillus- 
ioned with  its  failure  to  fulfill  our  highest 
dreams.  Others  are  proud  of  its  accomplish- 
ments. Some  complain  loudly  of  its  expenses. 
Some  berate  its  failures.  Others  think  it  will 
someday  be  able  to  do  anything. 

It's  easy  to  criticize  the  U.N.  when  we 
read  about  deadlocks  in  the  Security  Coun- 
cil and  long  debates  that  paralyze  action  in 
the  General  Assembly.  This  criticism  has 
reached  vast  proportions  during  the  past 
21  years.  No,  criticism  is  no  tbad.  It  is  a 
fundamental  human  light.  But  too  often, 
criticism  of  the  U.N.  has  been  navie,  reac- 
tionary and  composed  of  meaningless 
cl  iclics 

The  U.N.  Charter  lists  four  main 
objecctives: 


An  Adult? 

o TO  SAVE  succeeding  generations 
from  the  scourge  of  war. 

^ TO  REAFFIRil  faith  in  funda- 
mental human  rights. 

• TO  ESTABLISH  conditions  under 
which  justice  and  respect  for  interna- 
tional law  can  be  maintained. 

• TO  PROMOTE  social  progress  and 
better  standards  of  life  in  larger  free- 
dom., 

Acording  to  the  UNA-USA  (United  Na- 
tions Association  of  the  United  States  of 
America),  the  1966  per  capita  cost  of  the 
U.N.  to  the  American  taxpayer  will  be  about 
one  dollar.  More  than  half  of  that  dollar  will 
go  to  the  Children’s  Fund,  Palestine  Refu- 
gees and  other  relief  works.  The  UNA-USA 
says  that  the  Children’s  Fund  helps  over 
55  million  mothers  and  children  and  that  the 
U.N.  Development  Program  is  upgrading 
the  economies  and  human  welfare  of  people 
in  130  countries. 

Surely  an  organization  witli  such  objec- 
tives and  claims  deserves  more  than  an  arbi- 
trary judgement  by  us  as  citizens.  The  Uni- 
ted Nations  deserves  a through  investiga- 
tion by  each  of  us.  And  if  such  claims  as 
those  mentioned  above  be  true — it  deserves 
our  whole-hearted  support.

Another  point  about  creativity  is 
the  highest  and  greatest  act  of 
creativity  is  self-creation  where 
one’s  uniqueness  is  developed;

ing to  a consciously  chosen  ideal 
based  upon  continu^,  deep  exam- 
ination of  one’s  values,  strengths 
and  weaknesses.  Such  a creative 
individual  is  an  emerging  process, 
a metamorphosis,  constantly 
growing  and  improving,  becom- 
ing more  whole,  more  unified, 
more  internally  consistent. 

Erich  Fromm  refers  to  creativ- 
ity in  this  sense  as  an  attitude  of 
awareness  and  response.  Such  a 
person  has  a deeper  vision,  a 
more  penetrating  search  into 
himself  and  others.  He  neither  ac- 
epts  nor  rejects  any  value  or 
statement  without  critical 
thought.  He  chooses  his  ideals, 
instead  of  having  them  super- 
imposed upon  his  mind. 

I join  with  Mr.  Wixom  in  ex- 
tolling such  creative  individuals 
and  in  deploring  the  fact  that 
they  are  misfits  in  our  modern 
culture.

He  then  praised  BYU  for  its  con- 
tribution to  the  world  in  the  form 
of  tours  of  folk  dancers,  drama 
troupes  to  the  orient  and  the  Pro- 
gram Bureau’s  recent  Curtain 
Time,  U.S.A. 

“There  is  no  more  powerful 
force  in  the  world  than  a good 
example,  of  doing  good,  of  being 
of  help  to  someone,  of  being  a 
good  neighbor.” 

Humphrey  discussed  the  aims  of 
the  present  admimdstration: 
“There’s  been  far  too  much  of 
opening  door,  giving  out  goodies,  i 
We  are  not  trying  to  establish  a' 
welfare  state.” 

Speaking  on  U.S.  foreign  policy, ' 
Hiunphrey  stated,  “No  nation  has 
done  so  much  in  the  cause  of  world 
peace  as  the  United  States  of 
America.  We  have  made  mistakes, 
but  this  nation  has  given  its  best.”  i 
He  added,  “Our  foreign  policy  is  I 
the  extension  and  projection  of  our  | 
domestic  policy.  If  we  can’t  do 
away  with  poverty  and  social  in- 
justice here,  what  makes  you  think 
we  can  do  away  with  it  else- 
where.” 

SENSE  OF  HUMOR 

The  vice  president  showed  his 
sense  of  humor  again  as  he  said, 
“I  have  two  assignments  given  to 
me  by  Congress:  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Outer  Space  and 
chairman  of  the  Council  on  Ocean- 
ography. That  shows  you  the  when- 
ever they  give  the  vice  president 
anything  to  do  it’s  either  out  of 
this  world  or  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ocean.” 

After  Humphrey  concluded  his 
speech,  ASBYU  President  Lynn 
Southan  introduced  the  student 
panel. 

James  B.  DeMoux,  president  of 
the  BYU  Forensic  Assoc.,  question- 
ed the  dividends  of  U.S.  foreign 
aid. 

Humphrey  answered,  “If  you  ex- 
pect gratitude,  you  are  in  the 
wrong  business.  What  America 
ought  to  hold  for  is  respect— and 


the  world  respects  the  United 
States.” 

Solim  Kwak,  a junior  from 
Pyong-teak,  Korea,  expressed  his 
country’s  gratitude  to  the  per^le 
of  the  United  States  for  the  con- 
tributions they  have  made,  both  in 
money  and  lives,  for  the  Republic 
of  Korea. 

Kwak  then  asked  about  the  need 
for  increasing  the  number  of 
troops  in  Viet  Nam. 

VIET  NAM  SUPPORT 

Humphrey  pointed  out  that  the 
U.S.  has  pledged  support  of  South 
Viet  Nam  and  that  troops  would  be 
sent  as  needed,  but  voiced  support 
of  Secretary  of  Defence  Robert  S. 
McNamara  and  his  recent  esti- 
mate that  no  more  troops  are  now 
deemed  necessary. 


Replying  to  a question  from 
Richard  W.  James,  president  of 
the  Young  Republicans,  Humphrey 
voiced  support  of  administration- 
backed  legislation  against  right  to 
work  laws  on  the  grounds  that  if 
the  majority  of  workers  makes  a 
decision  with  respect  to  union 
shops,  the  rest  of  the  workers 
should  abide  by  that  decision.
